Lessons iu Woodcraft. 


rrhe following hints, f,riven by Puros 


and Stream, may be found useful by those 
who occasionally spend a few days in the 
woods: 


1. Notes of the barrel owl and loon in- 


dicate, rain within twelve hours. In the 
fall, wet weather follows tlie ery of the 
tree-toad. 


2. Bark grows thickest on the north 


side of trees. Girdle a tree if you wish if 
north. 


3. The centre of rotten stumps affords 


dry stuff for kindling fire in a drenching 
rain. 


4. A torch which will burn twenty-font 


hours is made from half-inch strips ol 
cedar bark bound together iu fragment*, 
two feet long or more. 


5. To hold a boat in a swift current 


set the pole, oar or paddle on tlie bottom 
at an oblique angle with the side of the 
boat resting against it. Yen- little strength 
will be required. 


6. To mend a birch cauoe, cut a patch 


of bark large enough to cover the frac- 
ture; sew it on with an awl and stout 
cord or hemlock roots; then apply a 
piece of natural spruce gum to the seams 
or joints, with a glowing brand as a sol- 
dering-iron is used. 


7. To carry a fish of two pounds 


weight or upwards, place it between 
hemlock boughs of the proper length, 
tied together at both ends and in the 
middle with bark, roots or cord. It will 
keep fresh and sweet for a long time, is 
easily cured, and will not soil what it 
touches.

The Amprk'an Affricnlturist stiys: A 


:nother lately told me of hor pxperionci1. 
A few years ago slici thought tliat her 
oldest hoy's teeth in the front of the 
.owov jf,w were ilecayed badly. Tliiswas 
i disappointment to the mother, \vho had 
led her children carefully on nourishing 
ind wholesome food, us a general rule, 
seeping both pickles and confectionery 
TOTII them. Studying the matter over, 
she jumped to the conclusion that what 
she. had read concerning the inischiot- 
making properties of the tomato must be 
imp, 
especially as her husband, who was 


very free iu his use of tomatoes this sea- 
son, had 
i- peculiar trouble with his 


ieetli. She hail observed that the chil- 
dren's (especially the boys') teeth grew 
white and clean when there were plenty 
of ripe tomatoes, and she thought the 
:xcid of the vegetable went too far and 
acted upon the enamel of: the teeth. 
But when the boy, who was then 14 
years old, went to a dentist to have his 
teeth filled, lo! there was no filling to be 
done. " Your buy has a splendid .set of. 
teeth," the dentist told the 
mother. 
" There is .not a cavity in them. Unusu- 
ally good teeth for ahoy of his age." And 
the dentist had no doubt that tlie teeth 
were better than they would have been if 
the owner of them had munched candy 
and 
pickles, as children 
always do. 


They must be cleaned, and without de-- 


lay," 
he said. So the tartar which had 


gathered and i-rusted gradually at the 
crown of the teeth was removed by the 
dentist, and with it all appearances of 
decayed teeth. Now the boy has nothing 
to do hut to keep his teeth in order to 
avoid dentistry bills in the future. 
The 


younger children are warned to avoid the 
brother's trouble by the daily use of. 
toot brushes. From their father's case 
they learn to avoid the opposite extreme. 
His 
teeth are 
hopelessly discolored, 


and 
a 
few 
are 
habitually 


loose, 
but 
the 
useful 
tomato 


is no longer suspected as the cause. 
He 


had an opportunity to read some in 
ti 


work on dentistry, and came to the con- 
elusion that hard ".scouring" of his teeth 
with gritty substances, when he was a 
young man, had worn away the hard 
enamel of his teeth, so that the strong 
eoll'ee he drank (during his soldier life 
especially) penetrated and permanently 
colored his teeth. 1 dislike to hear of 
scouring tlie teetli. When they have boon 
neglected this may be necessary to get 
them once clean. Tlie dentist has pecu- 
lar tools for removing tartar crust, but 
the yellow deposit on children's teeth 
can be cleand away as the dentist does it, 
by any one. Take finely-powdered pum- 
ice stone and a little clean soft pine stick 
to rub with. Pip the pine stick into wa- 
ter and 
then in 
powdered 
pumice, 


and rub tlie teeth gently. 
Afterwards 


wash them with soap and water, using tt 
tooth brush. It is well to use a little fine 
soap occasionally for cleaning the teeth, 
but plenty of pure water (a little warm in 
eold weather) will usually sullice for 
cleaning the teeth of persons of good di- 
etetic habits. To make good teeth in the 
first place, beginning when woean begin, 
and allowing for "ancestry," the mother 
should eat plain and nutritious food, a 
varied diet well supplied with bone ma- 
terial, as the grains are when it is not 
bolted or sifted out, and loan meat. 
For 


young children milk should bo freely 
used, and graham and oatmeal also.

Food for Children. 


It is probabty true that in this country 
lore children are killed or made weakly 
or life by improper food, or over or 
nder feeding, than by any other cause, 
nd this is the more unpardonable be- 
ause the kinds of food which, for child- 
en, are the most wholesome and nour- 
shing are usually cheap and easily to 
e had and prepared. There are very 
3\v people in the United States so poor 
hat they can not get for their children 
lot only the right kind o£ food but 
jlenty of it, so that here again we can 
nly fall back upon the excuse, if wo 
are to call it such, of our own igno- 
ance and thoughtlessness. In almost 
very household the children habitually 
get sweet cakes and pies, hot breads, 
>reserves, pickles, etc., which cost twice 
as much, both in money and in the labor 
of preparation, as would the plain, di- 
gestible food which alone is suitable for 
growing children; and yet it seems 
almost impossible for mothers to realize 
hat in giving these things to their chil- 
Iren. they are not only wasting time and 
iioney, but are also directly injuring 
heir helpless little ones. It is certainly 
a very fortunate thing that Nature pro- 
vides for a baby at its entrance into life 
ood which is all-sufficient for its needs, 
or otherwise it seems as if the ingenuity 
)f ignorant parents would by this time 
~ave extinguished the human race. 
Sven as it is, some mothers insist on 
giving babies all sorts of food, some- 
imes going so far as to believe, or say 
hey believe, that a little of anything 
hat they themselves can eat will not 
mrt the baby. A woman might as well 
ay that the baby's little hands can do 
he work of her hands, as that its little 
tomach can do the work of her stom- 
ch; and the result of such treatment 
s that the baby pines, falls sick, is drug- 
ged with medicine, and in nine cases

gard to the regularity of their meals 
'for a habit of eating at odd times is 
larmful to any age), and that they get 
nothing which is not plain and whole- 
orne. Sweet cakes, pastry, hot breads, 
p-easy or highly-seasoned food of any 
wind should be strictly forbidden, while 
Almost any meat (except pork), fish, 
•ice, oatmeal, cornmeal, almost all 
cinds of fruit, and all easily digest- 
id vegetables, 
such 
as 
potatoes, 


omatoes, spinach, etc., may be given, 
well cooked and in proper quantities, 
.he heaviest meal being taken in the 
niddle of the day, and the condition of 
lie 
bowels being always carefully 


watched. Now, any woman with com- 
mon sense and fairly good health can 
lo all this without much trouble, and in 
he end will find that it is the easiest 
way to bring up her children, for this 
ort of care will keep them well and 
trong, saving all the expense and anx- 
ety of the frequent illnesses which are 
isually the lot of children who are per- 
mtted to eat all sorts of things at all 
orts of times.

eething, when babies which are prop- 
rly fed and cared for suffer very little, 
vhile badly managed children are al- 
nost always in pain and frequently have 
its, convulsions, and those choleraic at- 
acks which are so common? a cause of 
.eatli, especially in cities. You can not 
make good bread out of bad flour, you 
can not grow a strong plant from an un- 
ripe seed, you can not build a seaworthy 
boat out of decayed timber; how then
